Soon after I came 
face to face with a detective of the same 
company. ‘For God’s sake! I thought 
you were dead. The whole force has been 
looking for you.

T PETDPRSBURG, RUSSIA, De- 
cember 3.—Princes “Lvoff and Or- 
peliani, the representatives of the 

Moscow Zemstvo famine relief organiza- 
tion, who have just returned from the 
stricken districts, have furnished the 
following facts regarding the conditions 


in the famine provinces. 

The crops in the seven provinces of 
Samara, Saratov, Sembirsk, Kazan, Pen- 
ga. Tambov and Ufk, were practically 
total failures. In twenty provinces the 
harvests were very poor, About twenty 
million people will need assistance for 
from four to ten months to stave off 
starvation until the new crops are avail- 
able. Though affecting eighteen million 
persons; the destitution is far less intense 
than it was in 1I89!. In some regions 
the inhabitants have been suffering from 
starvation for ten years, passable crops 


having been gathered in only two of the 
ten years. Prince Lvyoff believes the 
government estimate of $50,000,000 for 
famine relief is inadequate. The Moscow 
Zecstvo relief orzanizgation calculates 
that $75,000,000, and possibly more, will 
be necessary. 

Prince Lvoff complained that the local 
Officials, for political reasons, are inter- 
fering ‘with the establishment of soup 
kitchens and the rendering of medical as- 
_ Sistance. Epidemics of hunger, typhus 
| and scurvy, which usually began in Feb- 
ruary, have appeared in three provinces.

FLORIDA WINS 
OVER RAILROADS 


Federal Supreme Court 
Sustains Commission as 
to Rates. 


Washington, DP. C., December 3.—The 
supreme court of the United States to- 
day decided a number of cases between 
the state of Florida and the railroads 
in that state, involving the right of 
‘transportation of phosphate in that state. 

The rate established was ! cent per 
mile, but the railroads refused to carry 
the order into effect on the ground that 
it was unreasonable and would result in 
depriving them of property without due 
process of law.

circuit court of appeals, which was un- 
favorable to them, The suit was insti- 
tuted ‘by the city under the Sherman 
anti-trust law on the complaint that by 
the combination of the manufacturers 
the municipality had been compelled +- 
pay an excess of $15,000 over a fair 
price on orders for pipe amounting to 
$56,000. The city asked damages in the 
sum of $45,000, or three times the 
amount of the joss, but the court of ap- 
peals, affirming a decision by the circuit 
court for Hast Tennessee, allowed only 
$7,000. The essential violation of the 
law alleged was that the pipe makers 
had so manipulated their bids ag to 
throw the contracts to the Anniston Pipe 
and Foundry company, of Anniston, 
Ala., rendering that company’s bids the 
lowest offered, notwithstanding they were 
still exorbitant.

Washington,. December 8. ~Aocerding to 
a decision rendered today by the supreme 
court of the United States, opinion by 
Justice Peckham, a state railroad com- 
mission cannot compel trains running 
from one state to another to stop at 
designated stations. The state involved 
wag the Mississippi Railroad Commissioz 
v. the Illinois Central Railway Company, 
and it grew out of an effort on the part 
of the commission to compel certaia 
through trains on that road to stop at 
the town of Magnolia, a place of 1,000 In- 
habitants, about 100 miles from New 
Orleans, and the county seat of Pike 
county. 

The contention was made on behalf of 
the railroad that the town already has 
three trains daily to New Orlean ng, and it 
Was urged that to make the through 
trains stop would disarrange schedules, 
break connections and prevent compli- 
ance wjth the terms of the road’s con- 
tract for the expeditious carrying of the 
mails. The state law was attacked ad in 
contravention of the interstate commerce 
clause of the federal constitution. 

The cirouit court for Mississipp: upheld 
the law, but the rourt of appeals took 
the opposite view, declaring the exac- 
tion unreasonable, reversed the decision 
of the trial court and held for the com- 
pany. That decision was upheld by Jus- 
tice Peckham’s opinion. He held that 
the railroad offered sufficient facilities 
to Magnolia without the stoppage of the 
fast trains.
